KILLING TREES AND BIRDS AS WELL AS MOTHS 


The extermination of moth pests is usually secured in one of two wavs. 


cither by clipping off tho branches on which Ihe nests are found or spray- 
ing die tret's with a poisonous solution. 


The spi-ayinor being the easiest method, is most frequently adopted, 


but it Im* its disadvantages, some of them very berioui,. 
Jn many eases 


this spraying when regularly repeated kills the trees, 
Some trees are more 


easily affected by MU.-|I solution? than other.;, but all require' natural mois- 
ture and absorb it in various ways. When poison is supplied instead, it Ls 
plain thai the result must be detrimental to the tree. 
Hence it appears 


that in ibis respect the cure may be worse than the disease. 


The poisonous solutions arc also destructive of bird life. 
When a tree 


is sprayed with an arsenical or i-rcoiolic solution, and birds alight on it, 
they muy drink enough of the poison to prove fatal. 
It is n faut that in 


many cases birds have been found dead near trees recently sprayed with 
anti-moth solutions. 
The cause is plain, Huts in trying to exterminate a 


pest we are kilting trees and birds. The nest lopping method is therefore 
the Jess destructive of the two and should be used in preference lo the other. 


TARIFF 
COURT TO SETTLE 
TARIFF QUESTIONS 


The tariff is a dry subject and we- pre.-ume most people turn in disgust 


from anything in the nature of a tariff discussion. 


We would inform the reader before going further with this article, that 


the present discussion contain- some new idea., in regard to the method of 


settling (be taritf by taking ii out of politics and .submitting it to a federal 
tariff court. 


We have suggested this solution before but we are constrained again to 


refer to the necessity of such a court for the just and equitable adjudication 
of ail tariff questions. 


The senate is still wrangling over the tariff schedules without making 


much progress towards a solution of the more difficult questions involved. 


It is true that some schedules have been lowered and some increased; 


but so far as accurate knowledge of the necessities of ee.cb particular case 
go, the action migbt perhaps have been reversed with as much beneBt to the 
country. 


Tie wiiole discussion or at least the greater part of it Is characterized 


by gross inaccuracy on ihe one hand and selfish greed on the other. 


The senate is swayed by three forces, one ihe demand* of the stand- 


patters for a higher tariff, another tho demands of certain interests for 
high protection and then the protest of the minority representing the con- 
sumers against a tariff that will stamp out foroign competition and ,o 
strengthen the, trusts and combines that they can completely throttle com- 
petition in the domestic market. 


With these two things accomplished, the consumer will be at the mercy 


of the trusts so far as (lie price of the necessaries of life is concerned. 


New enterprises (hat show a spirit of independence or opposition to 


trust control, will be crushed out so Ihn, (be domination of the home market 
by the trusts may be supreme. 


Thus the government by continuing the high tariff will foster the trusts 


and while so doing will we presume as usual, make a pretence of penalizing 
Ihe trusts. 
Wluu an absurdity! 


The whole system of tariff tinkering is radicully wrong and k will 


never bo righted until it be submitted to a judicial body that mil bo free 


from political and other influences which alone dictate the arrangement of 
the schedules at the present time as for many years past. 


With ii federal tariff court instructed lo maintain a tariff that will 


equal the difference bolueen llie cost of production in this country ami 
abroad, plus u fair profit lo the domestic manufacturer, we should soon <ec 
an equitable readjustment of tho t a r i f f am| one lhat vmM ,erv(! ^ ^
